The provincial government 
plans to spend $13 million less 
on university education next 
year than was expected under 
its old indexing system. The 
plan was confirmed by adminis- 
trators at Concordia, McG'lll, 
Université de Montréal arid Uni- 
versité du Québec à Montréal. 
(UQAM). 

The education cut-back is 

to 

reduce gover 
tures in all universities and 
para-public services. 

While universities will still 
receive subsidy increases, they 
will be substantially reduced 
from those In the past, and may 
represent losses In real terms. 
The actual figure has yet to be 
approved by the Cabinet. 
Government expenditure on 
universities last year was about 
$500 million. 

A press attaché to Education 
Minister Jacques Yvan Morin 
refused to comment on the 
government's plan or the rea- 
sons behind Jt. Several uni- 
versity administrators have ex- 
pressed concern on what effect 
budgetary cuts will have on 
operations. Graham Martin, 
vice-rector of administration 
and finance at Concordia, said 
yesterday the government's 
plan is in line with what is 
happening "across North Amer- 
ica". 

"The golden age of univer- 
sities getting a lot of money is 
nearlng an end or Is past," he 
said. "I don't think university 
education is viewed as a high 
priority, we have to bite the 
bullet like everyone else." 

Martin soeculated that the 



present economic situation has 
prompted the government to 
adopt such measures. "They 
feel they've been spending 
enough," he said. "The pro- 
vincial economy is tight." 

As with its Implementation of 
differential fees, the provincial 
government is following the 
lead of Ontario, where grants to 
the various universities have 
been cut back. 

Between seven and 10,000 
Ontario students demonstrated 
In Toronto yesterday to protest 
the government's decision. Ear- 
lier this week, four thousand 
students in Edmonton held a • 
similar demonstration, against 
the austerity measures of Al- 
berta's Progressive Conserva- 
tive administration. 

In several provinces Including 
Ontario, students are faced with 
tuition Increases to ease the 
government's contribution to 
higher education. Increased 
tuition translates into de- 
creased accessibility and stu- 1 
dents across the country are 5! 
protesting .provincial govern- o 
ments' newest attitude toward J 
education. 

In Ontario and Alberta, 
where differential fees were 
Implemented last year/univer- 
sity tuition fees are going up 
for Canadian students. In 
Nova Scotia, there is talk of 
differential fees being imple- 
mented next year. The excuse 
there Is similar to the one we 
were given — other provinces 
are doing it, so why shouldn't 
Quebec? 

Manitoba is facing fee in- 
creases and the Canada Stu- 
dent loan program, which 
serves Canadian provinces 
with the exception of Quebec, 
Is getting cut back.

Two-tier fees: 

Students articulate policy

Fifty students from Montreal 
universities and CEGEPs ga- 
thered last night at McGill to 
discuss strategy to fight dif- 
ferential fees. The discrimina- 
tory fee structure will be im- 
plemented next January and will 
mean an increase of approxi- 
mately $1000 in tuition fees for 
all new foreign students. 

The Committee to Oppose 
Differential Fees discussed the 
forming of a coordinating com- 
mittee and made plans for 
organizing a press conference 
and a picket line In front of the 
Parti Québécois' Montreal head- 
quarters. 

Representatives from various 
foreign student organizations, 
Including McGill's International 
Student Association, Indian 



People's Association of North 
America, and the Confederation 
of Indian Students expressed 
their willingness to cooperate 
with the group. 

Differential fees were dis- 
cussed in the larger context of 
government attitudes toward 
Immigrants. New Immigration 
policies coupled with several 
provincial government deci- 
sions to implement differential 
fees are Indicative of a fast 
changing attitude toward for- 
eigners in Canada. New immi- 
gration laws severely restrict 
the entry and mobility of all 
immigrants as does the two-tier 
fee structure in terms of who 
will be able to afford a Canadian 
education. 

Several students were, dis- 
mayed at the presence of poli- 



tical groups at the meeting and 
claimed the Committee might 
lose credibility. 

."We have a hard enough time 
getting students involved as It 
is", he explained, "because 
differential fees don't affect 
students already here. And 
these groups often bore people, 
so they don't come back". 
Among groups well represented 
were the Canadian Communist 
League, the Anti-Imperialists, 
and the Young Socialists. Much 
of the discussion was ob- 
structed by their bickering back 
and forth. 

"Sectarianism only serves to 
destroy organizations" another 
student claimed. 

The meeting broke up around 
1 1 and the group will meet again 
within a week. 



because young people "seek the 
truth" and fear "doctrinaire 
positions." 

Ryan feels youth's enthus- 
iasm for a "Quebec state" was 
linked with the rise of the public 
sector following the Quiet 
Revolution. Presently, Ryan 
said employment in Quebec's 
civil service is dwindling. Youth 
will thus turn to public enter- 
prise for employment, he sur- 
mised. 

Also, young people realize 
that by endorsing the PQ's 
plans, they would give up the 
many natural resources Canada 
is endowed with. "Quebec has 
no petroleum, natural gas, coal, 
nickel, etc.", Ryan mused. He 
feels the many advantages of 
confederation will rally young 
people to the constitutional 
theses of the Liberal Party. 

Repeating the main theses of 
his campaign, Ryan stressed 
the importance of making Que- 
bec a "free society" within a 
"united Canada", of building a 
tolerant society resting on the 
respect of individual' liberties 
and equality before the law and, 
mainly, to improve economic 
productivity and promote pros- 
perity. 



Ryan confessed that he 
secluded himself for the past 
week to draft a political pro- 
gramme, to be released in two 
weeks. He did not specify which 
form his "manifesto" would 
take. A 30-page document, with 
four addenda dealing with con- 
stitutional issues, education af- 
fairs, economic matters, and 
linguistic issues is likely to be 
sired by Ryan. 

Ryan berated the "false 
theologians" who will un- 
doubtedly stress differences 
between his "manifesto" and 
policies endorsed by the Liberal 
Party at last November's orient 
tatlon congress. Such Philis- 
tines, Ryan feels, "do not know 
the Liberal Party and its level of 
freedom of expression.',' 

A student asked Ryan to 
explain his "two nations" thesis 
as a base for constitutional 
reforms. -Ryan confessed his 
opinions have evolved over the 
years and in 1970 during the 
October Crisis he understood 
that Quebec was a distinct 
entity in Canada. More than 
language and culture Quebec's 
definition of "economic, politi- 
cal and social matters are

tionnalres, letters of recom- 
mendation from former teach- 
ers and finally a direct Inter- 
view. So far, so good. Given a 
student of the required con- 
tent-background and having a 
reasonable quota of learning- 
ability (proven already, surely, 
in the fact of having earned a 
bachelor's degree) is there 
any valid reason why, within a 
.framework of duration and 
method established by you, 
yourselves, as already men- 
tioned, such a student should 
not be able to reach a 
reasonable level of compe- 
tence In the skills you propose 
to teach? None whatsoever — 
unless... the practical devel- 
opment of such skills has 
been utterly neglected in the 
Programme. 

Under the present 1G sys- 
tem we are given lectures, 
voluminous reading-lists and 
many research 'tasks' con- 
nected therewith, in the field 
of our chosen teaching sub- 
ject^) as well as in the 
psychological, sociological, 
historical and philosophical 
background of teaching, and 
we are tested upon our ab- 
sorption of these readings. 
During the six months prior to 
our five-week practice-teach- 



ing, we are In fact given an practice 



unreasonably heavy load of 
'busy work' based on these 
theoretical readings, but we 
are given no opportunity to 
develop our practical skills. 
The strengths we should be 
developing remain dormant; 
the weaknesses we should be 
exposing and correcting re- 
main undetected. In an almost 
entirely passive course of 
study, our only practice con- 
sists in two brief video- 
presentations of 'mlnl-less- 
ons' before our classmates, 
plus the three weeks' Initiation 
to practice-teaching In Nov 
ember. For light relief we are 
compelled to take part In a 
"Communications" (alias sen- 
sitivity-training) course which 
requires us to spend a couple 
of hours each week lying on 
the floor pretending to be a 
rubber ball, or sitting back to 
back with a partner exploring 
our touch-awareness. 

Ask yourself, Dr. Flower: In 
the 1G Program as it stands, 
whose business is it not only 
to demonstrate to us but to 
drill us in the detailed, step- 
by-step practical techniques 
of teaching? To observe and 
criticize our continuous pro- 
gress and development as we

these essential 
skills? What graduated exer- 
cises must we carry out 
repeatedly under varying con- 
ditions so that our individual 
progress may be regularly 
appraised? The sad. truth of 
the matter Is that nobody 
gives a damn about our 
teaching skills, latent or oth- 
erwise, from the moment we 
enroll until the final five-week 
test session in which we are 
expected, all of a sudden, to 
perform competently In public.

Let us consider the five- 
week practice-teaching ses- 
sion. Can it in actual fact be 
counted effectual or fair either 
as test-situation or as learn- 
ing-situation? 

As test-situation, it would 
seem flawed for two fairly 
obvious reasons: first, as 
outlined above, it is a practical 
experience for which our total- 
ly theoretical Programme has 
not prepared us; second, the 
lack of uniformity of situation 
existing in the various schools 
(unavoidable and even desir- 
able though this may be,, seen

The members of the ASUS 
executive take strong excep- 
tion ot yesterday's front page 
article In the McGill Daily. The 
election held yesterday has 
obviously raised several ques- 
tions, and this letter is an 
attempt ot answer them. 

The issue of the constitu- 
tion: Yes, the ASUS did put a 
new constitution before its 
constituents with little fan- 
fare. The "little fanfare" was 
only fitting given that this was 
a constitution representing 
very little change. Less than 
one month ago it came to our 
attention that we had no 
current constitution on file. To 
rectify this obvious lack the 
executive drafted a new con- 
stitution outlining current pro- 
cedures.

in another context) can lend 
heavy advantage or disadvan- 
tage to the student undergoing 
the test. While in some 
schools, the adult reception of 
the student-teacher may be 
positive and friendly, with the 
reaction of the pupils reflec- 
ting this attitude, in other, 
schools, political unrest or 
administrative crises may 
have damaged teacher-morale 
to a point of such insecurity 
that outsiders entering this 
scene are made to feel unwel- 
come from the day they set 
foot In the school. This, too, is 



naturally picked up by the 
pupils. In such a school, if a 
discipline problem exists al- 
ready amidst a prevailing 
mutual hostility between staff 
and pupils — if the regular 
staff, in order to survive, must 
be first and foremost police- 
men — How much more 
difficult will It be for a student- 
teacher to achieve the neces- 
sary classroom control from 
the outset? Surely such a 
milieu cannot offer a fair 
testing-ground for anything 
other than stamina-ahd sheer 
nerve. 

Finally, under possibly neg- 
ative conditions such as des- 
cribed above, the experience 
can offer, little scope as a 
learning-situation, particularly 
since it is common knowledge 
that the student-teacher is 
there to survive and be tested, 
rather than to learn. 

May I suggest a somewhat 
different- approach to the 
whole question of student- 
teaching? Instead of a brief 
and often humiliating scuffle 
for survival, could practice- 
teaching not be incorporated 
as a regular feature into the 
year-long Programme, on a 
continuing basis? Could 1G 
students not spend two or 
three afternoons per week out

in the city schools? (I.e. some- 
thing along the lines of the 
Coast program?) 

Furthermore, within the Pro- 
gramme itself, could you not 
consider the following possi- 
bilities: 

1. A paring-down to essentials 
of the present theoretical cur- 
riculum. 

2. Introduction of a full course 
in group-questioning tech- 
niques, with emphasis upon 
regular opportunity for indivi- 
dual practice and development 
of questioning skill with per- 
iodic supervisory evaluation. 

3. Introduction of a full course 
in lesson-planning in specific 
content-areas; rotating pre- 
sentations by class-members 
exploring every possible as- 
pect and variation of lesson- 
planning required In one's 
subject-area. 

4. Removal of the "Communi- 
cations" (or sensitivity-train- 
ing) course from the curricul- 
um. 

5. Introduction of a full course 
In classroom management, 
incorporating regular indivi- 
dual practice within the group, 
with progressive evaluation, in 
conjunction with the student- 
teaching out in the schools.

training, perhaps certain 
schools at not too great a 
distance from McGill could be 
approached with a view to 
making of them primarily 
teacher-training centres, 
much as some hospitals be- 
come training-oriented 'univer- 
sity hospitals'. 

Assisting teachers under 
this plan would receive proper 
additional remuneration, and 
their work in this field be given 
due recognition as applying 
credit toward promotion in 
their classificatory rank. Fur- 
ther, their services should be 
tendered voluntarily by them, 
rather than demanded of them. 

This programme would obvi- 
ously bring about radical 
changes in the modus vlvendl 
of Faculty members at McGill, 
requiring them to spend far 
more time supervising stu- 
dents both on campus and out 
in the schools. Such addition-, 
al fleldwork would, of course, 
be recognized in terms of 
additional remuneration, plus 
transportation allowance or 
facilities- Not only would the 
present staff at McGill remain 
vitally needed within the new 
Programme, but the number of 
professors and field supervis- 
ors would probably have to be 
doubled, unless student In- 
take were drastically reduced. 
(This last might become in any 
case a practical necessity, in 
the light of the dwindling 
Anglophone enrolment in the 
schools.) In any event, it will 
remain essential to provide 
enough staff to permit a 
thorough development of each 
student's potential as a teacher, 
for no matter how the political 
situation may affect 
us, can this be any reason or 
excuse .'for a drawing-away 
from high standards? The 
need for well-trained teachers 
will remain a solid fact so long 
as there are young people to 
be educated — young people 
for whom the future holds only 
promise. 

I hope, Dr. Flower, that you 
and your Faculty will find time 
to give serious consideration 
to the suggestions offered in 
this letter, and that they will 
be received in the spirit In 
which they have been sent. 
This letter was prompted by 
the desire which all of us 
share — the Improvement of 
our training so that we may be 
better teachers.
